DID A BIG BUSINESS 


T H E SEDALIA POSTOFFICE DID 30 
PER CENT MORE TH IS YEAR 
TH A N LAST CHRISTMAS. 


A. E. Elston, aged 30 years, residing 
at Hannibal, Mo., was instantly killed, 


and E. C. Roby, residing at 411 East 


Fifth street, this city, was probably 


fatally injured when the Katy Texas 


Special, passenger train No. 8, which 
left Sedalia, at 5:55 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, crashed into a switch engine 
in 
the 
yards at Franklin Junction, 
forty miles north of Sedalia, at 7:15 
o'clock. 
Elston was fireman and Roby was 
engineer on the switch engine, which 
was backing out of the yards, prepara­ 
tory to connecting with the local train 
running between Hannibal and Mo- 
kane. 
It is the belief of company officials 
here that the engine was backed far­ 
ther than intended, the engineer not 
noticing 
the 
approaching passenger 
train until too late to reverse the en­ 
gine. 
The passenger train, in charge of 
Conductor Robert Kearns, with Engi­ 
neer Birkheimer and Firem an Dough- 
etry in the cab, wras running at a 
speed of about thirty miles an hour, 
and was five minutes behind schedule. 
No stop is m ade at Franklin Junction, 
and the passenger train is supposed 
to have the right of way over all other 
trains. 
The switch engine was badly demol­ 
ished, while the front of the passen­ 
ger engine was battered up consider­ 
ably. The front trucks of the baggage 
car left the tracks, but further than 
this the passenger train was not dam­ 
aged. 
Dan Jones, porter on the passenger 
train, was thrown partly 
through 
a 
window when the impact came, suf­ 
fering a painful bruise on the face and 
hands. F. F. Mead, brakeman on the 
passenger train, also was slightly in­ 
jured.

at l l o’clock, being

Elston is believed to have lost his 
life when he attem pted to jump from 
the cab, after seeing the approaching 
train .

Says That London Has Changed Little 
Since Outbreak of W a r— News­ 
papers Do Not Reflect Sen- 
timent of the People.

Amsterdam, Lee. 28.—The “ strong 
sense of power and of self-confidence 
that seems to be the very atmosphere 
of England,” is commented upon by 
Dr. Hans Vorst, a professedly neutral 
correspondent, in recounting his im­ 
pressions on a recent visit to Eng­ 
land to the Berliner Tageblatt. 
He 
begins his article by telling of meet­ 
ing a Russian government official in 
London, who, after a rather despond­ 
ent review of the operations on the 
Russian front, said: “ At any rate, one 
feels quito at ease 
and 
heartened 
again, after a few' days in London.” 
This statement interested Dr. Vorst. 
He decided to make a closer investiga­ 
tion 
of 
the 
Russian's remark, and 
found that he himself soon succumb­ 
ed to the sense of London’s might. 
In his own words, he came under the 
spell of London’s “ silent demonstra­ 
tion of solid wealth, quiet strength 
and established power.” 
Speaking 
of 
life 
in London, Dr. 
Vorst tells the people of Berlin that 
he found London has changed little 
during the war beyond the darkening 
of its streets. 
Nowhere in the war­ 
ring capitals has street traffic suffered 
so little . In Berlin and Paris, motor 
buses have disappeared* . But in Lon­ 
don, even those that were sent over 
to France in the beginning of the war 
have been replaced. 


Paris’ hotels 
have 
reduced 
their 
prices to a war scale. 
But no such 
concession has been made in London. 
Furthermore, the 
stages 
of London 
are as resplendent as ever, evening 
dress is common 
in the boxes and 
orchestra chairs, except for officers in 
uniform, and 
the 
restaurants have 
lost none of their elegance. 
Conversations w ith Englishmen, the 
writer continued, show that the Eng­ 
lishmen themselves are dominated by 
a sense of conscious power. 
“ This impression grows,” he adds. 
“ Die more one talks with Englishmen 
The hysterical 
behavior 
of 
certain 
English newspapers does not seem to 
reflect Die nation’s 
feelings 
in any 
way. On the contrary, I have always 
noticed a totally calm and objective 
attitude toward the 
whole business, 
for extravagant excitement is not a 
part of the national character. 
“ So from my own experience I am 
inclined to consider these last peace 
speeches in Die house of lords arf a 
sign of this conscious 
power. 
The 
English 
people 
still 
feels 
itself 
strong enough for anything, 
and is 
consequently not afraid to have such 
speeches exploited as a sign of weak­ 
ness, especially when 
they 
are an 
expression of what all nations with­ 
out exception want at the bottom of 
their hearts— peace.”

SLOPE FOR PEACH ORCHARDS 


'mportance of Relatively High Eleva­ 
tion Disappears When Adjacent 
to Large Body of Water. 


W here an orchard occupies a site 
that is adjacent to a large body of wa­ 
ter, the importance of a relatively 
high elevation largely disappears. 
To 
ae a factor in the m atter, however, a 
body of w ater m ust be of sufficient 
'dze and depth to have an apprecia­ 
ble influence on tho local climate. Be­ 
cause the w ater warm s up in tho 
spring more slowly than the atmos­ 
phere, it acts in effect as a refrigera­ 
tor, making the tem perature in its 
immediate vicinity colder than it is at 
points somewhat distant from it. 
For 
this reason, vegetation within the zone 
of this influence advances more slowly 
in the spring than it does outside of 
that zone. 
The tendency is for the 
blossoming of peach trees situated 
within the zone to be delayed until 
after the season of spring frosts is 
past. 
In the fall frosts are delayed in a 
similar manner, except th at the large 
body of water, having absorbed much 
heat during the summer, cools off in

Animals Will Not Thrive and Give Sat 
isfactory Returns lf Allowed to 
Shiver in Cold Pen. 


By all means give the pigs, whether 
they are intended for store hogs or 
pork hogs, a warm, dry place in which 
to sleep. No hog will. thrive and make 
satisfactory returns when compelled 
to shiver on a hard bed in a cold pen, 
or to huddle up or lay against the 
side of the building where they are 
suffering from cold. 
Do not allow too much air above the 
pigs. 
It is better to make a false cov­ 
ering over the nest to keep the cold 
air from coming down from above. 
While we are anxious to exclude the 
cold air from the nest, there should 
always be an abundance of pure air for 
the animals to breathe, as it will en­ 
able them to do much better work in 
digesting the feed than if confined to a 
close pen where the air is impure.

“Experience has shown that any 
variety of hen will lay, and lay abun­ 
dantly, if bred along the right lines. 
It you are satisfied a3 to shape and 
color of your fowls, do not change for 
something else in the hope of get­ 
ting more eggs, such as Leghorns for 
Plymouth Rocks, or Wyandcttes for 
Minorcas or Brown Leghorns.” This 
is the advice given by a breeder, who 
has found from experience that this 
changing is merely a w'aste of time 
and patience. 
“One frequently sees or hears of a 


poultry keeper w’hose birds lay pro­ 
fusely and almost incessantly, -while 
a neighbor across the way has the 
same variety, gives his just as much 
attention, and yet they scarcely lay 
at 
all,” 
continues 
this 
authority, 
j ‘ Now, while this neighbor has the 
same variety or breed of chickens as 
the other, ho has not an egg-laying 
strain 
in 
that 
particular 
variety 


I of breed, and that is just where tho 
trouble is. 
To get a large egg yield 
one must have birds which were de­ 
scended from an egg-producing strain.” 


BEST RATIONS FOR CHICKENS H INTS ON DUCKS AND GEESE 


Whole Grain Is Entirely Too Fatten­ 
ing and Liable to Cause Some 
Kind of Digestive Trouble. 


Most farmers feed too much whole 
grain to their chickens; many feeding 
nothing but grain. The feeding of a 
ration composed entirely of whole 
grain throws an undue strain upon the 
organs of the hens, which is likely to 
cause digestive troubles. 
Besides, 
whole grain is entirely too fattening 
and hens receiving such a ration are 
never thoroughly nourished, nor do 
they preceive the egg-making elements 
in the proportion to induce a good egg- 
yield. 
In feeding poultry best results are 
obtained by feeding one-half the food 
ground. The by-products of mills are 
usually richer in egg-making elements 
than the grains from which they are 
made. Thus^ wheat bran is much rich­ 
er in protein, tho egg-making element, 
than whole wheat, and it is much 
cheaper. The samo can be said of mid­ 
dlings. 
The ground ration should be bulky 
in character, that is it should occupy 
a rather large bulk in proportion to its 
weight. A mash that has given good 
results is composed of two parts bran, 
one part each of cornmeal, middlings, 
cut clover, beef scrap and ground oats 
(with hulls sifted out). This mash can 
be fed dry in self-feeding hoppers, or 
as a wet mash. 
If skim milk or but­ 
termilk is to be had in mixing the 
w'et mash, the proportion of beef scrap 
can bo reduced one-half. 


Fowls Should Be Kept Away From 
Chickens,— Furnish Supply of Ani­ 
mal Food— Avoid Dampness. 


Ducks and geese should always be 
kept away from the chickens. If al­ 
lowed in the same yards, tho ducks 
and geese would so befoul the drink­ 
ing water that the health of the chick­ 
ens would always be in constant dan­ 
ger. 
Ducks and geese should never be 
picked after the cool days of fall 
come. 
To grow rapidly the ration for 
ducks should include a liberal quan­ 
tity of animal food. As long as the 
range is good, geese require little, if 
any feeding. 
But w’hen the vegeta­ 
tion on the range is killed, they should 
be fed liberally twice a day. 
A good 
mash for geese is composed of twro 
parts bran, one part each of middlings 
and cornmeal and four parts chopped 
vegetables, cut clover or alfalfa. Whole 
grain should be fed very sparingly. 
Ducks and geese are subject to but 
one 
serious 
disease — rheumatism, 
caused by sleeping in damp quarters. 
They can stand any degree of damp­ 
ness during the day, w’hen they are ex­ 
ercising, but at night they should be 
kept comfortable and dry. The sleep­ 
ing room should bo kept bedded with 
clean, dry straw'. 


GIVE BREEDERS FAIR CHANCE 


S E LE C T T H E B EST COCKEREL 


Don’t Sacrifice Vim and Ginger by 
Keeping Dapper Little Male Birds— 
Size 13 Desired. 


Don’t sacrifice the long, rangy cock­ 
erel until you are sure that he isn’t 
a better bird than some of his more 
“cocky” 
brethren. 
Sometimes 
tho 
early maturing cockerel stops right 
there and makes little further growth, 
while the bird that has gone to legs 
and bone at first fills out and makes 
the larger and more desirable bird for 
the farm flock. 
Size is usually desirable in any 
flock, if vim and ginger go with it. 
Don’t sacrifice it by keeping only the 
dapper little male birds that looked 
like their dads when they wrere only 
four or five months old. 


Massachusetts Mash Formula. 
Mash formula, used by the Massa­ 
chusetts experimental station, with ex­ 
cellent results: 
Mix thoroughly equal 
W'eight of cornmeal, ground oats, flour 
middlings, gluten, bran, oil meal and 
beef scraps; then add one pound of 
salt to each IOO pounds of the mash. 
This may be fed dry or wet (mois­ 
tened), not sloppy. 


Insanitary Conditions Have Done More 
to Undermine. Health of Poultry 
Than Anything Else. 


Always give the breeders a fair 
chance to make good. 
Don’t shut 
them up in a poorly ventilated and in­ 
sanitary pen, give them poor food and 
attention and then expect them to lay 
eggs filled with strong, vigorous life 
germs. They can’t do it. Give them 
a fair chance and they will always 
do their part. 
Insanitary conditions have perhaps 
done more to undermine the health 
and vigor of poultry than any other 
one thing. Certainly it is a great han­ 
dicap to the fowls, and they should 
not be forced to endure such condi­ 
tions. 
Their battle for life is hard 
enough without making it harder. So 
help them by giving them a fair 
chance and you will be well paid for 
your time and trouble.

Schmidt, had testified briefly, the de­ 
fense announced it had closed. The 
prosecution had no rebuttal testimony, 
and closing arguments were begun by 
J. W. Noel, special assistant prose­ 
cutor. 
Schmidt admitted that he had adopt­ 
ed the name of Joe Hoffman, under 
which he was knowm wrhen arrested 
last February. 
Ile said he did that 
some time after the Times explosion, 
w'hen he learned that he had been 
accused as 
an 
accomplice of 
Mc­ 
Namara. 
After stating that he had lived in 
San Francisco during J 909 and 1910, 
and saying he left there October 7, 
1910, a w'eek after the 
Times 
was 
blown up. Schmidt denied 
he 
had 
ever visited the Giant Powder com­ 
pany’s plant at Giant, Gal., or ever 
been in the Argonaut hotel in San- 
Francisco. 
The prosecution 
alleged 
Schmidt 
purchased 500 pounds of dynamite at 
the Giant plant and the Aragnaut wras 
named as the hotel at which the pros­ 
ecution asserts Schmidt stayed for a 
time with James B. McNamara. 
The 
prosecution alleges Schmidt then was 
known as Perry and McNamara as 
Brice. 
Schmidt said he had been introduc­ 
ed to a J. IL Brice in San Francisco 
and ate dinner with him once.

The Hague,

28.—The Dutch 
m arine corps, popularly known in the 
N etherlands as “Soldiers and Sailors, 
Too,” celebrated the 
250th anniver- 
vorsary of its formation at Willems- 
cor don Dec. IO. 
Although the corps 
has had a history of gallant deeds in 
every quarter of the globe, the cele­ 
bration was held under the rloud of 
possible disbandm ent, for the*e is an 
inclination In official circles to abol­ 
ish the corps altogether in the near 
future, as its usefulness is believed to 
have disappeared under modern con­ 
ditions of naval warfare. Gradual re­ 
duction of the num ber of officers has 
been going on for some time and for 
several years no appointm ent to the 
commissioned ranks have been made. 
The m arines, 
however, 
have 
been 
m aintained at 
a 
high state of effi­ 
ciency, and among the Dutch people 
they are more popular than any other 
troops. . 
It was in the days of the famous 
Dutch admiral De 
R uyter 
that the 
corps came into existence. Only two 
years later, in 1667, 
the 
corps took 
part in the Dutch n.aval raid on Chat­ 
ham in England. For two and a half 
centuries since their daring exploits 
have included the Spanish war of suc­ 
cession against the French at Cadiz; 
the storm ing of G ibraltar in alliance 
with the British m arines in 1794; the 
capture of Barcelona, and battles in 
Spain against the French at Madrid, 
Alicante and Saragossa. 
For many years they fought in the 
Dutch 
colonies, 
suppressing 
native 
uprisings, and in colonial expeditions 
against England and France. 
It was 
in the latter campaign that the Dutch 
m arines were forced to capitulate, af­ 
ter a hard fight at the Cape of Good 
Hope, in 1806, and South Africa thus 
fell into British hands. Since the be­ 
ginning of the last century, except for 
the Belgian revolution in 1480, 
tho 
Dutch m arines 
have 
been employed 
solely in navy duty and colonial wars, 
but they have 
scarcely 
ever 
been 
idle.

The production of manure in the 
box stall is probably the best of the 
old methods, since it requires the 
least expenditure of labor. 
However, 
more bedding is required to keep the 
animal clean and the accumulated 
manure furnishes an ideal breeding 
place for flies. 
The manure so produced, if kept 
evenly distributed over the floor, will 
be thoroughly compacted and will sus­ 
tain only a small loss of nitrogen so 
long as the animal rem ains upon it, 
but if the manure is allowed to remain 
in the stall after the animal is removed 
there will be considerable loss of nitro­ 
gen both as ammonia and as free nitro­ 
gen, due to Hie drying out and break­ 
ing up of the uric acid into ammonium 
carbonate, and to the action of the 
bacteria on the organic nitrogen com­ 
pounds.
